Community Chest Handled 
14,096 Cases in N overnbeallt 


With figures showing that 14,096 
families and individuals were helped 
by the Community Chest and its as- 
sociated agencies in November, the re- 
port of Frank Miller, service secretary 
of the Chest, Saturday grve an indi- 
cation of the unusually heavy demands 
which the holiday season brought to 
Atlanta’s charitable agencies, 

The Thanksgiving holiday and the}! 
approach of Christmas and more rig- 


orous weather were said to have con- 
tributed to the increase of appeals 
which were listed as follows: 

“Families requiring seasonal sup- 
plies of clothing. fuel and food; de- 
serted wives and children needing 
housing; clients requiring legal serv- 
ice; lone men an? women. the aged, 
infirm, sick and penniless, needing 
temporary institutional care tran- 
sients wishing to get home: unemploy- 
ed asking for jobs; patients requiring 
clinical and hospital attention and 
treatment—these and hundreds of oth- 
er incidental needs were met by the 
agencies with tireless efforts: patient 
visitation, and assisted as far as money 
civen hy contributors through the} 
Chest would permit.” 

The number of families and indi- 
viduals served constituted an increase 


of 1,476 over the number served in 
October and, according to Mr. Miller, 

“increased the case load per worker 
to 104.3, which is excessive, since no 
worker should care for more than 60 
cases, and 45 is the better number for 
effectiveness.” 

The reported outlined the system of 
cooperative conferences held by repre, 
sentatives of the 35 agencies of the 
Chest with the design of preventing 
needless duplication of effort and mon- 
ey. In this connection Mr. Miller ree 
ported: 

“Forty-two irregular cases involving 
difficult, complicated social problems 
were handled in four weekly confer- 
ences of the agency executives during 
the month, and were adjusted by lay- 
ing cooperative plans which have so 
far worked out satisfactorily both to 
the agency executives concerned and 
the citizens who referred the cases. 
Thus every dollar is used to the best 
advantage and the client is civen snit- 
able service with permanen. results, a 
system far superior to casual private 
charity 

“The Social Service exchange clear- 
ing 760 cases has 47.857 names in its 
file. ‘The service department of the

The federal reserve board, in an 
official review announced that the 
volume of business actWities for 1927 
was 45-534 than for any yedr, except 
1926. The-board did not Ras, busi- 
ness conditions for 1928, but it noted 
that business has been reeeding dur- 
ing recent months at a rate greater 
than the usual seasonal decline. al- 
most unprecedented prosperity early 
in the vear resulted in the large 
volume of business recorded for fhe 
12 months. 

Meantime. high government officials 
and other leaders in public life pre- 
dicted the new vear wl prosper. 
They wiew the recent falling off of 
business as a “squal] after a calm.’ 

Secretary of Treasury Mellon. be- 
lieves the fundamentals of American 
business are sound. He said that while 
business is not as active as a year 
ago, conditions could not be said to 
be sub-normal. 

The board, however, analyzed the 
business situation from every angle 
and reached the conclusion that busi- 
ness in the latter part of the year 
had been somewhat fepressed. 

‘Industrial and trade activity in 
the United States showed a further 
decline in the last weeks of 1927, 
when allowance is made for the nsual 
seasonal trend, and at the end of the 
vear production and wholesale trade 
were in smaller volume than at 
close of any year since 1924,” 
report said.

MANY FARM PRODUCTS 


Six hundred and sixty-six carloads 
of farm products, bringing a_ total 
of $479,015, have been sold for Geor- 
gia farmers by the state bureau of 
markets during the last six months. 
under the administration of Eugene 
Talmadge, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, it was stated Saturday. ‘The 
car-lot and miscellaneous sales con- 
ducted by the bureau brought a total 
of 8542.077. 

Markets also were made available 
through the bureau of markets and the 
market bulletin which resulted in the 


sale of products estimated to be $2.- 
600,000 during the six months’ period, 
it was stated. - an these instances the 
bureau furnished information as to 
buyers and sellers, the amount of 
sales resulting therefrom not being 
reported to the department. 


Potatoes led in the number of ears 
sold, there being 176 cars of ‘this 


product handled by the market bureau. 
Corn with 169 cars was second and 
114 cars of hogs was third.

The Rand-Severn leud 


Started Over the 
Location of a Barn and 
It Grew and Rankled 
Until Only Romance

HE beginning of the Rand- 
Severn feud was as old as 

the New England village in

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When Justice Triumphed— 
Four Hlectrocuted For Death of One 


Wien Jersey Roused Itself to Act 
—Murder, Robbery Laid to Gang 


OUR men went to the electric 
chair in New Jersey recently 
for the murder of an aged 
Newark collector. It was the 
first time New Jersey ever 
exacted four lives for one. 

But in this case there was more in- 
volved than merely the murder of one 
man. For months nearby New Jer- 
sey towns and cities had been harass- 
ed by bold, murderous bands of hold- 
up men. Their operations, successful 
to a terrifying degree, had culminated 
in an amazing $150,000 mail robbery 
and murder in Elizabeth, N. J. To 
the police it appeared that many of 
these affairs, in view of their similar- 
ity, had been perpetrated by the same 
group. 

Jersey justice, therefore, was in no 
easy-going mood. When a certain 
young man of the underworld talked 
too much in a Newark speakeasy, the 
law pounced upon its victims with all 
the ferocity of a 


ceipts which had been turned in by 
the delivery wagons which served 
nearby New Jersey. He was waiting 
for George M. Condit, 67-year-old 
collector, who was coming with an- 
other bag of money. 

According to a statement later 
given out by the company, the two 
bags contained about $13,000. This 
money was to be deposited in the 
North Ward National bank. 

Condit came out of the office with 
his bag and approached the coupe. 
As he did so a man stepped out of the 
gleaming green automobile behind 
the other car. The man pressed a re- 
volver against Condit’s side and said: 


the general manager of the plant, 
Raymond McKenna, reached a win- 
dow. Then he rushed back to ‘his 
desk, caught up a revolver, and got 
back in time to fire four shots at the 
machine, now gathering speed. Simul- 
taneously, Edward Schenck, the 
cashier for the company, rushed out. 

Schenck jumped into his car and 
gave chase. Several.blocks away, he 
came upon Deptty Fire Chief George 
F, Lynch, riding in his car. Lynch 
joined the pursuit. Farther on a mo- 
torcycle policeman, too, gave chase. 

But it was a fruitless business. The 
robber car shot through traffic at a 
dizzy speed, outdistanced its pursuers, 


starved lion. And it 
never relaxed its 
grip until the four of 
them had died tn the 
chair. 


Shortly before 8 
o’clock one evening 
recently Gov. A. 
Harry Moore, of 
New Jersev, guest of 
honor at a church 
father-and-son  ban- 
quet in Bayonne, N. 
J., arose to address 
the assembled diners 
—and as he did so 
he took out his 
watch. A most ef- 
fective speaker, it Is 
Governor Moore’s 
usual custom to be- 
gin a speech with a 
bit of  pleasantry. 
But on,this night his 
face was grave. 

“At this minute,” he said, ‘‘four 
men, four young men, are preparing 
to die for murder in the death house at 
the state prison in Trenton. I stand 
here as the only man that can save 
them. In six minutes they file through 
the little green door to meet ‘their 
God.” 

The governor spoke 
usual spoke eloquently. 

And while he spoke four men in 
Trenton one by one filed through the 
death house door and paid _ the 
Supreme penalty for murder. Four 
lives justice took for the death of one. 
They died crying out that they were 
innocent—aye, innocent as God AIl- 
mighty, innocent as their mothers that 
bore them—and vowing that they had 
been framed by the police. 

It was the first time New Jersey 
had exacted four lives for one. But, 
as we Shall see, Jersey justice was in 
no dillydallying mood. Things had 
happened in New Jersey, robberies 
and murders—and the police had not 
been as effective as the public would 
have liked them to be.

The Opening Scene. 


The opening scene of this drama 
which was to end rather spectacularly 
seventeen months later in a quadruple 
electrocution, occurred at 10:25 
o’clock on the morning of July 19, 
1926, when a handsome new green 
Pierce-Arrow sedan, driven by a 
chauffeur in gray-black livery, drew 
up in front of the Reid Ice Créam fac- 
tory at 316 Mount Pleasant avenue, 
Newark. 

The machine pulled up behind an- 
other car, a coupe, in which sat Jo- 
seph Duff, 18, a messenger and driver 
for the ice cream company. Duff had 
in his lap a canvas bag containing sev- 
eral thousand dollars, part of the re- 


— shouted, 


“Give me that bag!” 

Condit stopped short and stared at 
the holdup man, too startled perhaps 
to do anything at all at the moment. 
And as he did so he was shot. 

It was another of the holdup gang, 
some one in the car, who impatiently 
thrust his gun through the front door 
and pumped two bullets into the aged 
collector. Condit fell to the sidewalk, 
dropping the bag. 

While the onlookers scattered, the 
first man, the one who had accosted 
Condit, flung the bag into the holdup 
car and leaped into the coupe. Young 
Duff fought bravely, clinging desper- 
ately to the bag of money. Four 
more shots were fired. Duff was 
struck twice in the 
hip, and as he col-

and disappeared. 

George Condit died on the way to 
the hospital. But Duff, the young 
messenger, lived; and there were 
other survivors of this hectic scene 
who were to reappear in the drama. 

Such was the opening scene—a 
daring robbery, a most cold-bloodéd 
murder, a clean getaway. In its exe- 
cution and ruthlessness the affair was 
typical of half a dozen robberies per- 
petrated in New Jersey in previous 
weeks. It was typical, too, of other 
affairs perpetrated in that same region 
in the months to come—months dur- 
ing which the Reid ice cream robbers 
remained at large. 

To recite all the robberies that oc- 


curred in this section of New Jersey

during that period of 1926 would také ‘ 


up far too much space. Suffice to say 
that there were a great many of them; 
that they for the most part resembled 
one another, and that they were suc- 
cessful to a most annoying degree. 

One particularly seemed to have 
been committed by the same gang 
that killed Condit. This was the Ward 
Baking company robbery in East 
Orange, N. J., on September 7. 

Also a Sedan. 

In this affair a green Pierce-Arrow 
Sedan was also used. The robbers 
drew up beside a bank messenger and 
his guard, ruthlessly shot them down 
and escaped with more than $11,000. 
The gang fled toward Newark and as 
betore, they completely outdistanced 
their pursuers. 

As in the Reid holdup, eyewit- 
nesses had obtained the license num- 
ber-of the green sedan. But in each 
case the license had been stolen. 

Naturally it was all very disturb- 
ing to the people of New Jersey and 
their police. Daring gangs of rob- 
bers seemed to be able to stage day- 
light holdups with complete success. 
Once in a while there were eyewit- 
nesses to describe what happened and 
what the robbers looked like, but the 
weeks passed and there were no ap- 
parent results. 

And then, to add to the last straw, 
came the amazing $150,000 mail 
robbery and murder in Elizabeth. 

Seven robbers, armed with revolv- 
ers and machine guns, participated in 
this perfectly executed piece of ban- 
ditry, and then succeeded in eluding 
all pursuit. Posses hunted them in 
the mountains, airplanes even being 
used in the search. It seemed as 
though the robbers couldn’t possibly 
escape. Yet escape they did. 

It was at this juncture, when Jer- 
Sey justice was having fits of rage 
over its frustrated efforts, that the po- 
lice seized the four men who were 
destined to die in the electric chair 
for the murder of George Condit. 
Small wonder that the police seized 
upon them avidly, determined that the 
law should exact the fullest penalty. 

No clever detective work entered 
into the business of bagging these 
men. They were arrested simply be- 
cause one of their number, Robert 
Boudreau, happened to talk too much 
while under the influence of drink. He 
boasted to a waiter in a speakeasy 
that he had driven the green sedan 
that day in Juby when the gang killed 
Condit. 

The waiter told the police. 
police made their arrests.

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Murderers Given Extreme Penalty 


Boudreau’s assistance, were Joseph 
(Big Joe) Juliano, 36; his cousin, 
Nicholas Joseph (Little Joe) Juliano, 
29; Louis Capozzi, alias Kid Ruff, 27; 
all of Newark, and Christopher 
Barone, 21, of Nutley. Boudreau, an- 
Other Newarkite, 26 years old, was 
also held, of course, but was to be 
tried separately. 

Though the accused men insisted 
they had had nothing to do with the 
Reid holdup, that in fact they had 
been nowhere near the scene on the 
day of the crime, the police announc- 
ed that they had been identified as 
the robber gang. In fact, the police 
Stated presently that these men had 
also been identified as the same gang 
that perpetrated the Ward Baking 
company robbery. 

The trial, one of the longest ever 
held in the state, opened on Novem- 
ber 15 before Judge Edwin C. Caf- 
frey in the Essex county court, New- 
ark, with Prosecutor John O. Bige- 
low conducting the case for the state, 
and with John W. McGeehan, Jr., 
and William Kavanaugh representing 
the defendants. 

Extra precautions were taken to 
guard the prisoners and others con- 
nected with the case. Threats of 
death had been sent Prosecutor, Bige- 
low and Judge Caffery by way of pos- 
tal cards. The police were especially 
careful that Boudreau, their star wit- 
ness, should come to no harm. Duff, 
too, was guarded, as was Philip Seigle, 
a Kearny, N. J.. druggist who, it was 


Prosecutor John D. Bigelow 


announced, would be one of the wit- 
nesses for the state. 

Seigle, it was learned, had been 
warned by a voice over the telephone 
to “get out of the Reid case.’’ The 
voice called Seigle’s attention -to the 
finding of a  bullet-ridden body in 
North Arlington, N. J., and added that 
the same fate would come to the 
druggist if he did not disappear. 

As soon as the jury had _ been 
chosen, the state summoned its 
strongest witness, Boudreau, who 
identified each of the defendants—the 
Julianos, Capozzi and Barone—by 
walking up to them and tapping each 
on the shoulder. 

Boudreau told of parking the big 
Pierce-Arrow car on Clay street, New- 
ark, one hour before the holdup. 
Barone, he said, by waving a hand- 
kerchief, gave the signal for him to 
pull the car up to the Reid plant. 

Unshaken Identification. 

Prosecutor Bigelow had the wit- 
ness describe the robbery in detail. 
It was brought out that he had pre- 
viously served a jail sentence for rob- 
bervy. The defense forced him to ad- 
mit that he was giving evidence for 
the prosecution in the hope of escap- 
ing death in the electric chair. 

But the defense could not shake his 
identification of the four defendants 
as the Reid robbers and murderers. 

Duff, the young messenger who 
had so narrowly escaped death the 
day of the holdup, identified Capozzi 


as. the one who had pointed a gun at 
him. As for the others, he said he 
could not be positive in his identifica- 
tion, as he had not had a very good 
look at them. 

Seigle, the druggist, related that his 
car had been in collision with the rob- 
bers’ car. He identified the four, but

was not positive in his identification 
of Big Joe Juliano. 

Other witnesses took the stand in 
succeeding days, but it was upon the 
testimony of these three that’ the 
state rested the construction of its 
case. Undoubtedly it was a strong 
case, for the defense could furnish no 
credible reason why Boudreau should 
have given false evidence. And _ it 
was impossible to break down the 
identifications of Duff and the drug- 
gist. 

The defense of the four, as was ex- 
pected, consisted chiefly in attempts 
to establish alibis. 

Little Joe, first to be called in his 
own behalf, asserted he had been in 
Morristown at the home of his moth- 
er-in-law on the day of the crime. 

Big Joe, who was taking a nap in 
court when he was summoned to the 


stand, swore ‘hot he had been in a

Newark hotel at the time. He said 
he spent the night before the holdup 
at the hotel and did not leave it until 
11 o’clock on the morning of July 19. 
Furthermore, he said he had had a 
woman companion there. Mrs. Cath- 
erine De Matto took the stand and 
said she had been Joe’s companion. 
Capozzi and Barone also _ insisted 
that they had been nowhere near the 
scene on the morning of the 19th. 
The defense produced. Edward J. 
Geldart, an employee in the factory, 
who said he had a good view of the 
robbers and that none of the four men 
on trial was there at the time. John 
Osborne, a salesman, also testified 
that none of the defendants was 
among the men he had seen at the 
holdup: 
Prosecutor Bigelow in his summa- 
tion laid special emphasis upon the 
testimony of the eyewitnesses who 


had testified for the state and upon 
the testimony of Boudreau. 

“T ask for a verdict of murder in 
the first degree without any. recom- 
mendation for mercy,” he said. ‘I 
ask this for the men who are employ- 
ed as messengers and cashiers whose 
duty it is to handle large sums of 
money and who have not yet been 
murdered.”’ 

After four hours of deliberation the 


jury returned a verdict of murder in. 


the first degree without the hoped-for 
recommendation which would have 
Saved the prisoners from the extreme 
penalty. 

Before announcing his sentence, 
Judge Caffrey asked if the men had 
anything to say. Only Big Joe spoke. 

‘I have nothing else to say,” he 
said, ‘‘except that I am innocent and

that this is a terrible miscarriage of 
justice.”’ 

Judge Caffrey then sentenced the 
four to die in the electric chair. It 
was the first time on record-in New 
Jersey that four men were sentenced 
to die for the death of one. 

To Shield Others ? 

Subsequently, the defense appeal- 
ed. The petition for a new trial for 
the men was largely based on affi- 
davits signed by Philip Seigle to the 
effect that he had been influenced by 
the police in his testimony. 

As for Boudreau’s testimony, the 
defense held that he had named the 


. 


Captain Frank Brex, chief of New- 
ark detective force. 


Julianos, Capozzi and Barone as his 
companions in crime in order to shield 
underworld friends. Attorney Mc- 
Geehan charged that the police had 
conspired with Boudreau. 

But in Séptember of this year, the 
court of errors, in an opinion written 
by Justice Frank L. Lloyd, swept aside 
all the contentions of the defense, 
leaving an appeal to the court of par- 
dons or to the United States supreme 
court as the only hope of escaye from 
the chair. . 


The four were scheduled to die thé 
week of November 13. 

On November 7, Boudreau pleaded 
non vult before Judge Daniel J. Brene 
nan in Newark and at the recome 
mendation of Prosecutor Bigelow was 
sentenced to serve eighteen years in 
prison. 

The unusual appeal to the governor 
proved unavailing. He said his sym- 
pathy went out to the men, but he had 
his duty to the state. He had talked 
to the trial judge, the prosecutor and 
members of the court of errors and 
they had all assured him that justice 
had been done. 

And so, while Governor Moore 
spoke at the annual father-and-son 
banguet of the men’s club of Christ 
Presbyterian church in Bayonne on 
the evening of November 18, the four 
condemned men walked through the 
“little green door’’ to their deaths. A 
crowd of 150 witnessed the quadruple 
electrocution. 

Big Joe, the first to die, greeted 
the audience with a fervent cry that 
he was innocent. 

“Gentlemen, | am. going to my 
death as innocent as God Almighty!”’ 
he said. “I was framed by the police 
and not only by the police! I swear 
iton my Holy Mother’s honor! They 
murdered me like a dog! Good-by! 
Let her go!” 

His invitation to death rose to a 
scream. Then Robert Elliott, who 


had performed a similar service at the

Robert Boudreau, the man who

execution of Sacco and Vanzetti, spun 
the wheel which threw on the current. 
Burst Into Speech. 

Barone, the next to go, burst into 
speech as he came through the door. 
He, too, was “innocent as God Al- 
mighty.” He asserted that Captain 
Frank Brex, chief of the Newark de- 
tective force, was responsible for his 
‘“‘murder.’’ He was still shouting his 
innocence when the current cut him 
Short. 

The crowd stared, fascinated. They 
jostled each other and fought to 
catch glimpses of the doomed men. 
Some of them joked among them- 
Selves to show how blase they were. 

Next, Little Joe. 

“Gentlemen,” he pleaded, ‘‘l want 
to ask the men. who committed the 
crime for which I am to die to come 
forward and confess. Clear my 
name! Clear my wife’s name!” 

And finally—Capozzi. 

A dark, rather good looking, young 
man, he smiled at the priest-who was 
present, and at the crowd. He echoed 
the pleas of the others, that he was 
innocent, that. he had been framed. 
He took a crucifix, kissed it, and, 
handing it to the priest, asked that it 
be given to his sister, Rose, who had 
fought for months to save him. He 
boasted that he would die with a smile 
on his lips—and he did. 

Thus Jersey justice, frustrated for 
so long, exacted its payment for the 
murder of George Condit.

It is a swift sketch of Christ’s earth- 
ly career, frank in its attitude toward 
the latest Biblical criticism, vivid tn its 
pictures of the life of Jesus and His 
disciples, and svmpathetic of modern 
doubts and difficulties. 


The author in his ‘‘Apologia”’ says, 
‘This is a book which I never ex- 
pected to write. I am not a scholar, 
1 am not a man of unusual or deep 
devotion! | am a bishop. A bishop is 
the trouble man of an ecclesiastical 
corporation.”’ The reader will take 
issue with the bishop’s  self-deprecia- 
tion. The author refuses even to cap- 
italize the title, bishop. He does not 
strive to startle his readers with any 
new or sensational departure from the 
usual interpretation of the words and 
deeds of Jesus. But he sets forth with 
vigor and freshness the salient fea- 
tures of the career of Jesus. He does 
not endeavor to solve all difficulties, 
but he would lead the reader to hold 
on to the faith in spite of difficulties. 
The author believes that the darker 
difficulties are in the rejection of the 
Saviour of the world. ‘Give up. the 
Christian faith, and what can take its 
place? Doubtless it is hard to adjust 
new ideas to the older truths. Un- 
questionably there are difficulties. 
But after all is it not this or nothing? ”’

He has “‘let himself go’”’ without re- 
straint in his liberal interpretation of 
the Bible miracles. It is modernistic 
and radical in the extreme. It will 
be found interesting and stimulating 
by readers of His own cast of mind.

Disturbing Miracles,’’ he will very 
probably be disturbed. I think it may 
be said that Dr. Douglas is thoroughly 
sincere in his attempt to remove the 
difficulties — in connection with 
miracles. He allows himself to fall 
into a certain brashness, as for ex- 
ample when he asserts that Michael 
Faraday and Gutenburg are more sig- 
nificant figures than Moses and Abra- 
ham. While the average orthodox 
person may be too much inclined to 
depreciate the more modern personal- 
ities in Comparison with the ancient 
characters Dr. Douglas falls into the 
opposite extreme. 

However, as to the miracles, the 
author removes what are considered 
the distinctive miraculous features. He 
is thoroughly drastic with the Old 
Testament = miracles. With the 
miracles of Jesus, he admits His heal- 
ing power within certain limits, but 
with the miracles which may be term- 
ed more difficult, he endeavors to ex- 
plain away the distinctively miracu- 
lous features. 

For example the multiplying of 
loaves and fishes resolves itself into a 
division of loaves and fishes. The 
author ‘claims a moral miracle in 
which the selfishness of those among 
the five thousand who have food in 
their possession are led to divide. with 
the have-nots. Dr. Douglas is an un- 
usually gifted writer and draws many 
excellent lessons that are beyond con- 
troversy. 

The reader will not go to. sleep 
while reading this volume. But at the 
same time this brilliant writer revives 
In a different form an old error of 
interpretation. 

Some of the early fathers allegor- 
ized portions of the Old Testament in 
an effort to conform the teachings to 
the New Testament. Dr. Dougfas 
allegorizes the miracles of the New 
Testament in an effort to conform 
them to modern science.

NTO the brand spanking new 


Hammerstein theater has 
come “Golden Dawn,” .a 
sumptuous operetta which 
has as its star Louise Hunter.
